Mead  Master  *s  Message 


Time  marches  on.  Teachers  see  their  pupils  graduating  each 
year  into  a  world  which  presents  them  with  new  tasks,  a  world  which 
has  changed  perceptibly  in  the  short  space  of  time  since  the  Class  of 
1946  left  the  school. 

A  year  ago  nobody  could  predict  with  any  degree  of  accuracy 
what  the  political  and  economic  situation  in  the  world  would  be  today, 
and  this  has  been  equally  true  in  the  past.  Moreover,  the  global  dis- 
turbance of  the  last  few  years  has  been  the  cause  of  more  sudden  and 
more  radical  changes  than  we  experience  in  normal  times. 

With  this  in  mind,  your  teachers  have  known  that  your 
ability  to  react  correctly  to  varying  situations,  your  power  to  cope  with 
problems  which  you  have  never  met  before,  your  determination  to  be- 
come successful  citizens  of  your  country,  and  your  conviction  that  the 
world  in  which  you  are  living  is  not  your  immediate  neighborhood  or 
your  city  or  your  country  but  the  entire  civilization  of  the  globe  are  of 
more  importance  to  you  than  much  of  the  factual  knowledge  which  they 
have  taught  you  from  day  to  day.  So  the  daily  lessons  under  different 
teachers  have  all  been  given  with  a  knowledge  that,  if  you  master  them, 
you  will  be  developing  those  qualities  of  character,  foresight,  ambition, 
leadership,  and  initiative  which  you  will  need  in  solving  your  problems 
in  life. 

At  graduation  time  your  paths  diverge,  and,  as  you  make  your 
way  along  them,  I  hope  that  the  school  has  helped  you  to  develop  the 
qualities  which  are  necessary  for  your  successful  progress. 

Your  diploma  not  only  testifies  to  your  achievement,  but  it 
carries  the  implication  that  you  are  capable  of  making  further  progress 
along  lines  for  which  you  are  suited. 

In  extending  to  you  of  the  Class  of  1047  my  congratulations, 
I  wish  to  add  that  it  has  been  an  honor  and  a  pleasure  to  have  had  a 
part  in  helping  you  during  these  years  when  you  have  been  preparing 
to  take  your  places  in  the  citizenry  of  the  nation.

When  Mr.  Milton  E.  MacGregor  retired  in  December, 
Roslindale  High  School  lost  a  distinguished  teacher.  Members  of  his 
mathematics  classes,  who  profited  so  much  because  of  his  skilled  methods 
of  teaching,  and  his  homeroom  senior  boys,  who  were  privileged  to 
enjoy  his  wise  understanding  of  their  problems,  know  how  much  this 
gentleman  with  the  quiet,  serene  manner  contributed  to  Roslindale 
High  School.  Always  ready  to  help  the  plodding  student  understand 
the  intricacies  of  the  subject;  always  eager  to  urge  the  gifted  girl  or 
boy  to  further  study  in  mathematics,  Mr.  MacGregor  gave  his  time  and 
energy  freely  and  generously.  There  are  many  men  and  women  now 
prominent  because  of  their  knowledge  of  mathematics  who  first  learned 
to  know  and  love  the  subject  in  Mr.  MacGregor's  classroom  at  Mechanic 
Arts  High  School,  or,  during  the  last  eleven  years,  at  Roslindale  High 
School. 

Mr.  MacGregor's  keen  mind  and  his  interests  in  so  many  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  activity  make  it  impossible  for  anyone  to  think  that  he 
will  not  continue  to  work  out  many  heretofore  unsolved  mathematical 
problems;  to  win  many  more  chess  games,  and  to  climb  many  more  moun- 
tains. Although  we  shall  miss  him,  we  know  that  he  will  enjoy  having 
time  to  do  SO  many  of  the  things  that  he  has  always  wanted  to  do,  and 
we  wish  him  many  many  years  in  which  to  do  them.

We  will  always  remember  his  jovial,  kindly, 
just  personality;  his  witty  remarks  and  his  favorite  expressions.  Room

It  was  unfortunate  that  not  all  of  the  pupils  of  Roslindale 
High  School  could  enjoy  the  pleasure  of  knowing  Mr.  Roche.  As  a 
teacher  of  Mathematics  he  inspired  many  of  us  to  continue  delving  into 
the  more  difficult  parts  of  the  subject,  and  he  succeeded  in  making  the 
fundamentals  of  algebra  and  geometry  clear  even  to  those  of  us  who  are 
decidedly  not  of  a  mathematical  turn  of  mind. 

We  all  know  that  Mr.  Roche  would  have  had  years  of 
happiness  and  success  in  his  new  work,  and  that  Charlestown  High 
School  would  have  profited  by  his  leadership  and  would  have  enjoyed 
his  great  genius  for  friendship  had  not  his  death  closed  so  fine  and  so 
useful  ;i  career.

To  soiiK'  of  us  who  have,  within  the  past  three-  years,  experienced  the  events 
chronicled  in  this  treatise,  a  class  history  may  seem  an  unnecessary  document,  but  a  lew- 
years  from  now  we  will  realize  its  great  importance.  We  may  even  recognize  these  events 
as  turning-points  in  our  lives. 

On  September  1944,  our  hearts  trembling,  we  entered,  all  three  hundred  and 
ninety-five  of  us,  to  partake  of  the  Roslindale  High  School  brand  of  the  fruit  of  the  Tree 
of  Knowledge,  bitter  though  it  might  be.  With  helpful  and  reassuring  words  from  Mr. 
Warren,  we  started  our  work  with  bright  visions  of  the  future.  After  the  first  few  days 
of  misery  and  turmoil,  we  fell  into  the  routine  like  oldtiniers. 

During  the  year,  members  of  our  class  distinguished  themselves  in  various 
school  activities:  the  French  and  Spanish  assemblies,  the  Tennis  Club,  the  Debating 
Club,  and  some  even  scaled  the  heights  and  became  members  of  the  Tattler  staff.  And 
so  time  passed,  all  too  soon  for  report  cards,  and  all  too  slowly  for  vacations.  There  were 
many  of  us  who  wore  the  maroon  and  gold  on  the  playing  fields  of  Roslindale;  the  names 
of  even  more  of  us  appeared  on  the  honor  rolls  and  the  merit  lists. 

After  the  first  bi-monthly  period,  we  considered  ourselves  quite  grown-up 
and  an  important  part  of  the  school.  Our  view,  however,  was  not  always  shared  by  the 
high  and  mighty  Juniors  and  Seniors.  This  aristocracy  displayed  their  disdain  by  means 
of  practical  jokes.  The  rest  of  the  year,  except  for  rather  red  report  cards  that  gave  us 
blue  week-ends,  all  went  smoothly.  (Well — sort  of!)  We  ended  our  Sophomore  year 
in  a  swelter  of  heat,  and  looked  forward  to  our  career  as  Juniors. 

The  natural  excitements  of  our  Junior  year  were  nearly  overshadowed  by 
the  events  which  preceded  it.  During  the  momentous  year  1945  the  war  ended.  V-E 
day  came  in  May  while  we  were  still  in  school,  and  the  resistance  in  the  East  crumbled 
beneath  the  blast  of  the  atomic  bond)  on  August  14,  while  we  were  enjoying  leisure  hours 
on  the  beach. 

And  so  we  began  our  first  school  year  in  the  Atomic  Era.  Perhaps  we  were 
rather  awed  by  that  thought.  Perhaps  we  realized  that  we  were  beginning  a  psycho- 
logical struggle  as  great  as  the  material  one  just  ended.  Hut,  at  any  rate,  we  settled 
down  to  work  more  earnestly  than  we  had  ever  done  before.  We  saw  the  first  veterans 
enrolled  at  Roslindale  High  School;  they  seemed  a  bit  strange,  at  first,  but  we  soon  took 
t  hem  to  our  hearts. 

Bi-monthlies  came  and  went  as  did  the  vacations.  Then  it  was  May— time 
for  I  lie  election  of  our  class  officers.   The  campaigning  was  vigorous,  especially  for  the 
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vice-presidency  and  the  positions  of  treasurer  and  of  secretary.  The  hoys  had  their 
troubles  choosing  among  the  alluring  candidates.  But  we  finally  elected  David  O'Meara, 
president;  Ednarae  Bligh,  vice-president;  Marie  O'Brien,  treasurer;  and  Marion  Andrews, 
secretary.  And  so  we  were  ready  for  our  Senior  year — more  than  that,  eager  for  it,  hut 
we  could  look  back  on  our  Junior  year  with  something  of  a  feeling  of  pride. 

Seniors  at  last!  We  started  our  years'  activities  by  electing  the  Senior  Council, 
which  immediately  started  collecting  dues  and  making  plans  for  the  year,  especially  for 
the  Prom. 

The  football  season  was  just  as  important  for  the  girls  as  for  the  boys.  For 
the  first  time  in  Rossie's  history,  we  had  four  official  cheerleading  teams.  For  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  school  South  Boston  was  beaten  7-0.  It  took  us  to  accomplish 
that!!! 

By  this  time  the  clubs  of  Roslindale  High  School  were  well  under  way.  The 
members  of  the  Debating  Club  were  discussing  the  pros  and  cons  of  peace  with  Russia 
and  of  military  training.  The  Dramatic  Club  put  on  excerpts  from  "David  Copperfield" 
for  the  Parent-Teachers'  Association,  and  the  Glee  Club  broadcasted  programs  over 
WMEX  and  WHDH  on  several  occasions.  The  school's  generous  contributions  filled 
a  huge  stocking  for  the  wounded  veterans  in  the  West  Roxbury  Veterans  Hospital.  Win- 
ter brought  its  full  measure  of  sports:  basketball,  track,  and  hockey.
